troit, which post he will assum e 
as soon as he can be released in 
E ast Liverpool. 
The board of education will act 
u<pon the resignation Monday night. 
Had Conferred Here 
The appointm ent 
of 
the 
East 
Liverpool educator to the 
Mich­ 
igan post was made, by the board 
of education there following a trip 
which Mr. Essex had made to F e rn ­ 
dale early this week. 
The super­ 
intendent of schools and two m em ­ 
bers of the board visited E ast Liv­ 
erpool about two weeks ago to con­ 
fer with Mr. Essex regarding his 
acceptance of the principalship. 
T he Ferndale high school has an 
enrollm ent of about 1.500, slightly 
larger than in E ast Liverpool. His 
salary will be m ore than the $5,- 
000 p er year which he receives as 
superintendent of the E ast Liver­ 
pool schools. 
Coming here in 1941 to succeed 
H. H. Eccles as high school princi­ 
pal, Mr. Essex has been respons 
ible for many improvem ents for 
the betterm ent of the East Liver­ 
pool schools. 
After two years in 
the high school he was appointed 
superintendent in 1943 to succeed 
H erb ert G. Means, who resigned 
a fter 14 years of service.

Among 
his

accomplish 
m ents in the high school waa, the 
establishm ent of a guidance pro­ 
gram to assist students in the se 
lection of studies which would be 
most helpful to them in their choice 
for a vocation in life. He also re­

in the high school in the promotion 
of extra-curricular projects. 
Probably the most outstanding 
in 
his service as superintendent 
was the job of completing the Me­ 
morial auditorium, construction of 
which had been stopped for the 
lack of funds. Plans for completing 
the structure were studied and the 
necessary levy was approved by 
the voters by an overwhelming m a­ 
jority. 
The superintendent, with the aid 
of faculty committees, formulated 
improved reading and health pro­ 
grams, both of which are under 
way in the local schools. He was 
instrum ental in the formation of 
the Federation of P a r e n t-T each 
cr organizations in a m ovem ent to 
c o -o rd in a te the 
work of parent 
and teacher groups in the several 
elem entary schools.

He introduced the vocational co­ 
operative commercial course last 
sum m er to train girls for office 
work a t the completion of their 
high school studies.

Credit That’s Overdue 
A 
NOTHER 
school year 
is over. Th* bright 
scholars, th# dull ones and the in-betweens 
have been turned loose until next September. 
This is a good time to appreciate the school 
system. It has been the custom recently to dis 
cuss only what is wrong with It. The gist of the 
discussion sometimes seems to be that every 
thing is wrong with it. 
But on second thought there m ust be some 
things shout the school system th a t are working 
wonderfully well. The United States can’t ab 
tribute all Its existing qualities to heritage and 
accident. Some of them m ust be the result of 
training. 
The test of education is not bow it m easures 
up to theories, which are alw ays in conflict any 
way, but how well It works. IU efficiency is a 
hard thing to measure. But as practical m easure­ 
m ents go, the performance of the generation 
fighting World War ll and regaining American 
security at a heavy price may be called reason 
ably reliable. 
We have been told what the generation's edu 
catlonal shortcomings are. Som e of our statisti­ 
cians have painted a picture of the educational 
system at sixes and sevens. To be sure, there 
are lots of things wrong with the training of Ute 
men who have been called on to prove America's 


right to survive. 
Bot there must be a lot of thing! right about 
their training, too. W e are told, and it Is easy to 
believe, that the nation’e m ost potent weapon 
bas bean, and will continue to be, the ad sp u b ll 
Uy of IU manpower. 
Youngsters who were playing gam es only yes­ 
terday hare learned to fly intricate and danger 
sue fighting airplanes In a m atter of months 
Our enem ies took years to get the sam e noped 
for result—and didn't gat it oftan. 
Th# sam e kind of youngsters, m ost of them 
reared far from the sea, have become the man­ 
power backbone of the world's largest and appar­ 
ently IU moat efficient navy. 
They have performed 
brilliantly in all tbe 
hlghljetechnical fields of modern warfare. They 
have carried American good will to every corner 
of the earth by demonstrating that they have 
skill of mind. hands and heart. 
They have filled the ranks of a mighty arm y 
with all the qualities required for victory—dis­ 
cipline, faith, courage, mental and physical health 
and an intense loyalty to the methods and ethics 
of their civilisation. 
Their civilian counterparts in the war effort 
have helped to man the m achines thai produced 
war weapons. They have performed as artisans, 
doctors, lawyers, writers and artists. They have 
been the devoted wives who stood by while their 
young husbands and sw eethearts gave years oi 
(heir lives—and sometimes their lives—to the 
nation. 
We have beard too much and thought too much 
about the things that could stand Improvement 
in the educational system. They need to be con­ 
sidered, but they are only part of the picture. 
In term s of results, the syetem has a vast 
deal to Its credit. It has produced, in co-opera­ 
tion with all other elements of American society, 
the finest generation of young people ever seen. 
It has played its part in tbe development of 
every native-boru American now alive. 
Its scholars today, from the first grade lo the 
postgraduates in tbe universities, are tbe hope ot 
tom orrow —and in appearance and manner they 
are a justifiable hope. They are a credit to vuuu 
instructors 
the greatest rew ard th ere ta for the 
men aud women who toil year after year to make 
(be American educational system work.

'p W O aspects of the war with Japan are testing 
* 
American ability to handle unpleasant facts. 
All too often, the impulse is to m ake too much 
or too little of them, whereas the truth lits be­ 
tween these extremities. 
The Japanese suicide attacks are a tactic of 
major im portance in warfare in th e Pacific, and 
they plainly are destined to get worse. J a p a n s 
tacticians are devoted to them. Tbe opportunity 
to buy destruction at the price of life will in­ 
crease an tbe attack on Japan grows, But the 
suicide attacks will not be a decisive fsctor. 
They will fail because In error of exaggerating 
their importance those who think they will be 
decisive fail to give proper weight to their costli­ 
ness to Japan. 
At the other extreme are the Japanese balloon 
attacks on this continent. T heir importance is 
being underrated. Americans are spending too 
much tame telling each other that It is a foolish 
experiment. P erh am it is. Bul: the fact remains 
that in an ingenious manner an enemy has m an­ 
aged to reach the North American continent with 
high explosives. We have not heard (he last. and 
probably not the worst, of this hisarre type of 
terror anack. 
The most unbecoming error is tbe error ot 
repetition. The United States has paid a great 
price tor misjudging 
the Japanese. 
We have 
taken them too seriously, or not seriously enough, 
For the duration of the war to settle the conse­ 
quences of our misjudgment, everything Japan 
does should be Judged without 
the benefit of 
wishful thinking. 


/^vNE of the most unexpected ox- 
^ 
perlences In all my life came 
one day when Bari 
Browder ex­ 
pressed a desire to debate with 
me, at the expense of the commun­ 
ist “new m asses'' on the subject, 
Is Communism

On that occasion 
decided not to. Then, as now. we 
considered whether to keep our­

prepared against

war by adopting perm anent com­ 
pulsory military training. On that 
occasion decided not to. 
The former fight for permanent 
military 
training, peacetime 
and 
wartime alike, was part of what 
went on from 
the 
beginning of 
World War I In Europe, In 1914, 
until some two years after It end­ 
ed. 
It began with a fight for pre­ 
paredness and as such was. in the 
beginning, 
strongly 
opposed. 
As 


late as December, 1915, after the 
war in E urope had been on for a 
year and a half. President Wilson, 
In a message to congress declared: 
"W e shall not alter our attitude 
toward 
the question of 
national 
defense because some among us 
are nervous and excited . . 


A ' 
FT E R the fight for prepared­ 
ness had been won. even after 
we had declared war on Germany, 
there was still strong opposition 
to compulsory military service, to 
a draft. 
Those 
opposing 
It 
held 
that 
America should fight this war as 
it had fought all its previous wars, 
by voluntary enlistment. 
(T here was a slight exception 
which rather proved the rule—a 
brief, violently-resisted and quick­ 
ly-abandoned attem pt a1 a draft 
during the Civil war.) 
Dislike for a draft was shared 
for a time by President Wilsou, 
though he abandoned that position 
when the reality of war cam e upon 
him. There was real doubt whether 
congress would pass a draft act. 


In the debate opponents of it 
used 
the 
harshest 
words: 
‘'Un- 
A m erican” . . , “ Prussianize^Amer- 
ica" . . , “Conscription is another 
name for slavery”. The speaker of 
the house. Champ Clark, left his 
rostrum to Join in the debate and 
said: “4 protest with all my heart 
and mind and soul. . . .** Sen. Reed 
of Missouri told Secretary of W ar 
Baker: “ You will have the streets 
of our American cities running red 
with blood on registration day." 
After the fight for conscription 
during wartime had been won, and 
after the war itself had been won, 
leaders kept up a fight for com­ 
pulsory m ilitary training as a per­ 
m anent peacetime policy. 
Conspicuous 
among 
them 
was 
Gen. Leonard Wood, who was a 
irtudidate for th# Republican pres­ 
idential nomination in 
1920. But 
peacetime 
compulsory 
military 
training did no-t have enough vital­ 
ity to become an im portant cam ­ 
paign issue. America would have 
none of it.

FOOLS CAN BE RICH 


. . . AND T H E RICH CAN BE FOOLS 


In Duke 12:16-21 Is the Interesting account of a man who 
was a very successful fanner, but who was a fool. 
In verse 
16 two things are learned about this man; 
First, he was rich. 
It Is not the possession of wealth, but the love of wealth that 
Is sinful. 
In righteousness wealth Is a blessing, not a ain. 
Second, tills rich man accumulated his wealth honestly. 
He 
hart not robbed his fellowm en of their money, but as a good 
farmer be bad caused his grounds to bring forth bountifully. 
But despite these things the rich man made som e great 
blunders to cause God to brand him a fool. 
What were those 
m istakes? 
First, be did not take God Into his counsel—“He reasoned 
within him self”. 
That of Itself was a great mistake. 
“O Lord, 
I know that the way of man la not in him self: it is not in man 
that walketh to direct his ateps” (Jer. 10:23). 
Many Individu­ 
als and nations today are making the same error by leaving 
God out of their plans and their counsels. 
The rich m an’s next m istake was blindness. 
He failed to 
recognise from w h en ce came all his wealth. 
He could see only 
the ground that brought forth the fruit, he could not aee the 
goofiness of God behind It all. 
N otice how he spoke of my 
goods, my fruits, and my barns. 
But the Bible says, “Every 
good gift . . . is from above, and com eth down from the 
Father of ligh ts” (Jas. 1:17). 
His third m istake was Indecision. 
"What shall I do?” 
Hungry humanity ail about him, yet he did not know what to 
do with his wealth and all of his grain! 
Fourth, he was selfish. 
When he reached a decision, It 
was ail iu his favor. 
He decided to hoard his wealth. 
He waa 
self-centered. 
In the brief quotation of his plana he used the 
word "I" six tim es and the word "my" five times. 
His fifth error was idolence. 
"Soul, . 
. . take thine 
ease”. 
It is clearly seen that he Intended to live without la­ 
boring. 
The 
Bible decries such an attitude. 
Sixth, he 
was sensual. He said, "Eat, drink and be merry,1* 
apparently forgetting that he had a higher nature and placing 
him self on the level of the brute. 
He forgot that “Man shall 
not live by bread alone, but by every word that p roceeded out 
of the mouth of God” (Matt. 4:4). 
Seventh, he was boastful. 
He boasted for the future, saying, 
"Thou hast much goods laid up for many years”. 
The Bible 
says, “Boast not thyself of tomorrow; for thou knowest not 
what a day may bring forth” (Prov. 27:1), aud that we should 
not "trust In uncertain riches” (I Tim. 6:17). 
A great calam ity befell this man. 
He had an opportunity 
to make a heavenly aud eternal Investm ent, a chance to do 
som ething for his soul, and he thought only of hts body. 
I 
wonder what you are doing with your means and your oppor­ 
tunity now. Are you spending It all on the lusts of the physical 
man, or are you doing som ething for the spiritual side of life 
and for the God that made you ail that you are and have? 
It 
Is wise to think about it. 
Obey the gospel and worship with us tomorrow and every 
Sunday.

Capt. Prescott, army artillery of 
firer, and his “bride”, an army 
nurse, arived this week at the 
home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs 
William 
Prescott, for 
a 30-day 
leave and comparative peace con 
toasted to the hectic experience in 
Europe that was punctuated with 
the bombing last winter. 
It was Just a year and a day fol 
lowing the Pearl Harbor disaster 
that Capt. Prescott—then a lieu 
tenant—married Miss Evelyn Good 
rum at Ft. Bragg, N. C., a Beaten 
ant In the nurse corps. It was a 
gala day for the former Miss Good- 
rum who had recently received her 
commission 
in

coups. The couple’s nuptial blias 
was short-lived, however, for Mrs 
Prescott received orders two days 
later transferring her to a medical 
unit in England. 
Four months after his wife** 
departure, Capt. “Prescott sailed 
from the States to take part in the 
African offensive. From Africa, he 
crossed 
the Mediterranean and 
fought his way northward through 
Italy with the 34th division. 
It was while In Italy that Capt. 
Prescott learned that his wife had 
left England and joined a hospital 
unit in Liege, Belgium. He manag­ 
ed to secure a leave during a lull 
in operations on the Italian front 
and he headed to Liege for a long­ 
awaited reunion. When he reach­ 
ed the hospital, the captain was 
ushered into the dispensary while 
an orderly was sent to find hts 
wife.
